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Using this Index 


As is clear from the Table of Contents of this index, 
the ten-year contents of PA have been listed in a 
variety of ways. The first two sections, including 
alphabetical listing by authors and by titles, are com- 
plete. They include letters, notes and news, and other 
such minor entries except advertisements. The ‘‘au- 
thors” index includes the authors of book reviews. 


In subsequent listings, however, the choice is more 
selective. Most letters, notes and news, and a few other 
minor items have been omitted. The information that 
a particular entry appeared in a department such as 
Practical Problems is not included in these subsequent 
listings. 


The listing by “region” is very broad, usually con- 
tinental. Some of the material defied closer classifica- 
tion than that, particularly in Africa. 


For reference to the location of an item in PA the 
following formula is used: The volume number ap- 
pears first, followed by a colon and then the page 
number or numbers (e.g., 10: 7-13 means Volume 10, 
pages 7 to 13). The Supplement volume, published in 
1960, containing selected reprints from Volumes 1 to 
4, is abbreviated as “Sup.” 


Volume 1 was produced in 1953-4, volume 2 in 
1955, and so on to volume 10 in 1963. 
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
